SECTION  “B” 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

The  general  provision  of  health  services  remain  as  in  previous  years. 

Welfare  Foods 

The  W.Y.S.  give  most  valuable  assistance  distributing  these  foods  to  the 
general  public. 
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Ambulance  Service 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  under  delegated  powers  from  the  Local 
County  Health  Authority,  continue  to  give  a  highly  satisfactory  24  hour 
cover  for  the  whole  district. 


Maternity  Accommodation 

During  the  year  275  babies  were  born  in  the  Tavistock  Maternity  Home 
as  follows:

Sixty-four  percent  of  the  births  registered  to  the  Tavistock  Urban  District 
took  place  at  the  Tavistock  Maternity  Home. 


Mass  Radiography 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Tavistock  Clinic  in  June,  to  deal  with 
special  groups  (positive  reactor  children,  school  staffs,  adult  contacts,  etc.). 
One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  people  were  examined  during  this  time.  One 
case  of  Bronchiogenic  Carcinoma  was  diagnosed. 


Cancer  Research 

This  research,  which  is  now  familiar  to  the  Council,  continued  during 
the  year.  The  emphasis  was  taken  from  a  study  of  natural  radiation  to 
implementing  an  intense  application  of  chemical  principles  in  isolating  trace 
elements  to  the  power  of  one  part  in  ten  thousand  million.  In  this  I  am 
receiving  great  help  both  in  this  country  and  in  Canada  and  the  United  States 
o:  America.  The  Rowntree  Trust  are,  in  their  splendid  benevolence,  continuing 
to  finance  this  fundamental  work. 


Doctor  Budding,  the  Senior  Assitant  County  Medical  Officer, 
has  submitted  the  following  report  on  her  work  during  the  year: 

The  general  work  has  continued  during  the  year  with  almost  no  interruptions 
apart  from  a  slight  rise  in  requests  for  Smallpox  Vaccinations  during  the  small 
epidemics  which  arose  in  other  parts  of  the  country  in  the  early  spring. 

The  local  staff  now  stands  as  for  1961,  with  the  Medical  Officer,  three 
Health  Visitors,  one  part-time  School  Nurse,  Dentist,  Visiting  Consulting 
Orthodontist,  Eye  Specialist,  and  Mental  Health  Visitor.  The  only  black  spot 
is  the  lack  of  a  Speech  Therapist,  as  there  has  still  been  no  applicant  to  fill 
this  vacancy  which  occurred  in  1961.  As  this  shortage  originates  in  the  lack 
of  adequate  number  of  candidates  for  entry  into  the  Speech  Training  Colleges, 
I  have  made  a  special  point  of  asking  Career  Mistresses  to  bear  it  in  mind, 
with  the  result  that  in  1963  there  will  be  two  applicants,  we  hope,  for  the 
three  year  training  course.  It  is  hoped  that  the  present  vacancy  will  be 
filled  during  1963. 


The  General  Health 

The  general  health  of  the  children  of  the  district  remains  high  ,  and  in 
fact,  during  the  year  there  has  been  no  necessity  to  send  any  child  from  the 
area  for  a  period  of  convalescence  in  the  County’s  Convalescent  Home  at 
Exmouth.  Their  standard  of  cleanliness  and  clothing  is  remarkablv  good 
(the  latter  particularly  when  a  school  uniform  is  worn,  as  it  is  now  even  in 
most  of  the  small  village  schools). 
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Visual  Defects 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Doctor  Foxwell  in  charge  of  the  Eye  Clinic, 
temporarily.  She  has  recently  completed  30  years  treating  eye  defects  in 
children,  and  has  come  to  some  interesting  conclusions  which  are  of  interest 
to  all  parents.  One  is  that  a  child  with  a  mild  degree  of  short-sight  who 
needs  glasses  may  be  able  to  leave  them  off  when  he  or  she  reaches  late  teenage, 
whereas  a  child  with  the  same  degree  of  poor  sight  who  does  not  wear  glasses 
in  school  years  will  undoubtedly  deteriorate  in  vision  and  have  to  wear  them 
in  late  teens.  This  means  that  wearing  glasses  early  does  not  mean  wearing 
them  always,  indeed  may  prevent  this. 

The  children  have  their  eyes  tested  annually,  and  any  defect  is  notified 
to  the  parent  who  is  advised  to  seek  treatment  at  the  School  Clinic  or  privately. 


Dental  Scheme 

The  children  all  have  their  teeth  inspected  annually  by  the  Dentist,  who 
advises  the  parents  on  any  defects  needing  treatment. 


Delicate  Children 

There  are  fortunately  very  few  physically  handicapped  children  in  the 
area,  but  the  one  or  two  unable  to  attend  school  have  home  teaching.  Most 
children  with  handicaps  are  absorbed  within  the  normal  school  framework, 
with  a  little  adjustment  and  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers. 


Hearing  Defects 

The  children  now  have  their  hearing  tested  regularly  in  school,  and  any 
variations  from  normal  are  investigated  further  by  means  of  audiomentrv 
tests,  and  parents  advised  of  any  treatment  required.  One  or  two  in  the  area 
are  using  hearing-aids  in  school,  and  one  attends  as  a  day  boy  at  the  school 
for  the  deaf  in  Plymouth.  One  boy  attended  the  latter  as  a  day  boy  and  won 
a  scholarship  to  the  Mary  Hare  Grammar  School  for  the  Deaf  (the  only 
Grammar  School  there  is  for  the  deaf)  against  severe  competition ;  he  has  now 
passed  his  G.C.E.  and  has  been  accepted  for  a  further  two  years  in  the  Vlth 
form  to  complete  his  “A”  level  examinations. 


Mental  Health  and  Subnormal  Children 

During  the  year  a  workshop  has  been  started  once  a  week  for  mentally 
handicapped  adults,  and  this  will  be  extended  gradually.  Children  unable  to 
attend  school  have  been  admitted  to  the  new  Junior  Training  Centre  set  up 
in  Dawlish  where  they  live  during  the  school  term  time  coming  home  for 
holidays. 

During  1963  another  centre  at  Plymstock  will  have  new  hostel  accommoda¬ 
tion  opened  where  children  can  live  from  Monday  to  Friday,  coming  home  at 
the  weekends. 

The  future  for  the  mentally  subnormal  children  and  their  parents  is  now 
rosier  than  ever  before,  and  a  start  is  being  made  for  provision  for  the  adult 
mentally  subnormal. 


Preventive  Procedures 

The  usual  inoculations  have  been  given  during  the  year  against  Smallpox, 
Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping-Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  in  infants,  with 
boosters  at  school  entry  (latter  can  be  increased),  and  at  13+  B.C.G.  Vaccina¬ 
tion  against  Tuberculosis.  The  acceptance  rate  remains  high. 
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Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer 

"Whether  or  not  diesel  fumes  and  other  factors  are  contributory  causes, 
it  would  appear  that  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer  have  a  very  strong 
connection.  There  has  been  a  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  lung  cancer 
recorded,  particularly  in  young  middle  aged.  Campaigns  are  useless  without 
example  -  no  smoking  in  Clinics,  school  co-operation,  etc.  No  smoking  is 
allowed  in  the  Clinic,  the  schools  co-operate  in  having  no  smoking  among 
staff  and  visitors  in  any  rooms  frequented  by  children.  These  are  helpful 
examples,  but  of  course  the  only  real  method  of  prevention  lies  with  parents 
by  their  own  example. 

“Winkle- Pickers” 

These  are  invading  the  town  on  the  feet  of  our  young  people.  I  see  no 
way  of  prevention  as  they  are  “the  fashion’’  and  woe  betide  any  shop  assistant 
or  parent  who  advises  against  the  latest  fashion  whatever  it  may  be.  All 
are  agreed  on  the  danger  to  the  feet  (even  the  victims)  but  alas  “what  fashion 
decrees  is  the  law’’  and  one  only  hopes  perhaps  for  the  rapid  transition  to 
broad  square-toed  “war-time  fashion”.  The  Orthopaedic  Clinics  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  busy  dealing  with  foot  defects  in  the  next  decade. 


SECTION  C” 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply 

Mr.  Young,  District  Engineer  to  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  has  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following  report  on  progress  during  the  year: 

Supply  from  the  Board’s  main  works  at  Prewley  is  being  maintained  to 
all  areas  of  Tavistock  Urban  District.  Kilworthv  reservoir  has  been  cleaned 
and  sterilized. 

Leak  detection  work  has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  a  considerable 
increase  of  pressure  has  resulted  in  many  zones.  Sustained  effort  has  been 
maintained  in  the  provision  of  renewed  services  and  the  installation  of  stop 
cocks. 

Water  samples  have  been  consistently  good  and  full  supply  has  been 
available  at  all  times. 

Housing  development  schemes  have  been  served  by  mains  on  the  following 
sites:  Callington  Road,  Deer  Park  Estate,  O.S.4255  Old  Launceston  Road, 
Westmoor  Park,  Pixon  Lane  and  Crease  Lane.  In  addition  to  these  a  6" 
diameter  trunk  main  has  been  laid  in  Spring  Hill  to  replace  the  now  redundant 
4"  diameter  main  which  was  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  declared  unfit  for  use. 
A  4"  diameter  main  has  also  been  laid  along  the  whole  length  of  Old  Launceston 
Road  to  bring  high  level  pressures  to  serve  housing  development  schemes 
adjacent  to  Old  Launceston  Road. 

Kilworthy  reservoir  has  been  scrubbed  out,  sterilized  and  put  back  into 
sevice.  Semi-automatic  chlorine  injectors  have  been  installed  and  survey 
work  for  the  installation  of  filters  has  been  carried  out. 

Schemes  to  relay  replacement  mains  in  Duke  Street  and  Brook  Street 
together  with  the  Pannier  Market  are  to  commence  in  the  near  future. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Very  large  flows  have  continued  to  be  recorded  at  Crowndale  and  Whit¬ 
church  works,  and  the  investigation  of  infiltration  has  proceeded. 

The  construction  of  new  sludge  beds  has  been  started,  and  these  will  be 
in  operation  during  1963,  as  the  first  stage  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works, 
the  preparation  for  which  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Council’s  Consultants, 
Messrs.  Lemon  and  Blizard. 
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Refuse  Collection 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  old  tipping  area  has  been  graded  and 
soil  spread  over  the  area.  This  work  gave  very  good  results  in  reclaiming 
ground,  while  the  day-to-day  maintenance  of  the  tip  has  been  materially 
assisted  by  the  use  of  the  Council’s  tractor. 

In  addition  to  refuse,  considerable  quantities  of  rubble  and  soil  have 
been  dealt  with. 


Swimming  Bath 

The  regular  circulation  and,  treatment  of  the  water  has  continued  to  give 
very  satisfactory  results.

Housing 

Four  two-bedroom  type  houses  and  four  one-bedroom  flats  have  been 
completed  and  occupied  at  Anderton  Lane  during  the  year.  Work  has  com¬ 
menced  on  seven  maisonettes  and  four  flats  at  King  Street  on  sites  made 
available  by  Slum  Clearance. 

A  total  of  296  dwellings  have  been  completed  and  occupied  since  building 
commenced  in  1946. 

According  to  the  records  24  houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise 
and  occupied  during  the  year  in  addition  to  the  above  figures. 

There  were  143  applicants  for  Council  houses  on  the  register  at  31st  Decem¬ 
ber  1962,  73  of  whom  were  resident  outside  the  Urban  area.

A  total  of  9  ice  cream  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  one  being  a 
check  sample.  Seven  of  these  samples  were  Grade  1,  the  other  two  were  found 
to  be  Grade  II. 

No  premises  in  the  area  is  used  for  the  manfacture  of  ice  cream. 

During  the  year  125  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made,  and  no  formal 
action  under  the  Act  was  taken. 

Condemned  foodstuffs  are  collected  and  disposed  of  on  the  Council’s  refuse 
tip,  with  the  exception  of  meat  and  offal  from  the  Abattoir. 

Meat  Inspection 

Meat  inspection  has  been  fully  carried  out  by  your  Inspectors  at  the 
Abattoir  during  the  year.  A  total  of  20,808  carcases  were  dealt  with,  this 
being  an  increase  of  84 1  over  the  preceding  years  kill.  Meat  inspection  involved 
733  visits  to  the  Abattoir. 

Fuller  details  of  the  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected,  and  the 
carcases,  parts  or  organs,  condemned,  are  set  out  in  the  table  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 

Condemned  Meat  and  Offal 

Condemned  meat  and  offals  were  collected  from  the  Abattoir  by  approved 
contractors.
